Residence must be established with- 
in six months after entryman is noti-

proof is offered, which must be done 
Within three years from notice that 
water is avaliable; 

Cultivation may be done by an em- 
ploye of the cntrymah, annual proofs 
of said cultivation being required;

proof must show one-eighth of the 
tract under cultivation; 

The cost of a homestead under the 
Carey act is 50 cents an acre to the. 
state, half to be paid. down on ap- 
plication, the other half when final 
proof is made; and the price charg- 
ed by the corporation that is building 
the reservoir and canals, running from 
$35 an acre up to $60 for a perpetual 
water right, the company usually re- 
quiring one-tenth down. and the 
balance divided in ten equal pay- 
ments, to be paid for in 10 years, all 
deferred payments drawing 6 per cent 
Interest; 

It is required that a house not smaller 
than 10 by, 14 be erected on the land 
the first year, and not less than 30 
days continuous residence thereon;
